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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takei 
(5,420,630). 

Regarding claim 1 , Takei shows a sensor (1), amplifiers (3,4), and a processor 
34 (col. 9, lines 66-67). The processor 34 adjust the gains of the amplifiers 3 and 4 
according to correction values stored in memory 33. The correction values stored in the 
memory 33 is pre-extracted from the captured image signal and being used to correct 
the image signals subsequently. 

Regarding claim 2, note col. 10, lines 47-57. 

Regarding claim 3, see col. 10, lines 64-67. 

Regarding claim 4, see col. 11, lines 11-15.
